Claim 2. (Currently Amended) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 1 wherein 
finrt layer ar^ ^nd laver of said [[the]] stnicttire consists of material formed by 
hydroentanglement of fibers selected from the group consisting of natural fibeis. polyolefins, 
polyesters, polyamides, synlhetic ceUulosics, biodegradable fibers, bicomponent fibers, and 
blends thereof 

Claim 3. (Currently Amended) The cleaining sheet of Claim 2 wherein said first lay^ 
^T,d ^^iA second laver of said [[the]] Structure consists of hydroenlangled carded polyester 
fiber. 

aaim4. (Original) The non.apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 1 wherein the Average 
Height Differential of die working feces is at least about 0.5 ram, 

aaim 5. (Original) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 2 wherein the Average 
Kd^t Dif?erential of the working feces is at least about 1 mm. 

aaim 6. (Original) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 3 wherein the Average 
Height Differential of the working face is at least about 1 .5 mm. 

Claim 7. (Original) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 1 wherein the recessed 
region forms a continuous pattern in the X-Y dimension surrounding discrete raised regions. 
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Claim 8. iOriginal) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 4 wherein the recessed 
i^on fonns a continuous pattern in the X-Y dimension surrounding discrete wised regions. 

aaimP. iOrigiruxt) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 5 wherein the average 
width of the continuous recessed region is from about 0.25 mm to about 3 mm. 

aaim 10. (Original) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 6 wherein the width of the 
conttnoous recessed region is from about 0.25 mm to about 3 mm. 

aaim 11. iOriginal) The non-apertured cleaning sheer of Claim 8 wherein the discrete 
raised surface is in the shape of a rounded parallelogiam having a height of from about 6.0 
rmn to about 7.0 mm, a short diagonal of from about 6.5 mm to about 7.5 mm, and a long 
diagonal of from about 9.0 mm to about 10.0 mm. 

CMm 12. (Original) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 8 wherein the discrete 
raised surface is in the shape of a wineskin having a width of from about 2.7 mm to about 3.7 
mm, a base of from about 1.0 mm to about 2.0 mm, a height of from about 3.2 mm to about 
4.2 mm, and a neck from about 0.5 mm to about 1 .5 mm. 

aaim 13 (Original) The non-apertuied cleaning sheet of Claim 8 wherein the discrete 
nused surface is in the shape of a pie piece having side lengths of from about 2.0 mm to 
about 3.0 mm and a base lengths of from about 1.0 mm to about 2.0 mm. and havmg an 
included angle between the two sides of from about 55° to about 65^ 

Claim 14 (Original) The non-apettured cleanmg sheet of Claim 8 wherein the discrete 
raised surface is in the shape of a waved rectangle having a length of 4.0 mm to about 5.0 
mm and a width of from about 1 .5 mm to about 2.5 mm. 

aaim 15. (Original) The non-apertured cleaning sheet of Claim 1 which fiirther comprises 

a scrim.
